Clergymen Will 
Perform Ceremony

MONTS, France, (Copyright, 1937, 
By United Press)—The Duke of Wind- 
sor will receive the blessing of a 
Church of England clergyman when 
he is married to Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
at the Chateau De Cande tomorrow, 
but it will be without the approval of 
the church itself. 


The Rev. R. Anderson Jardine, vicar 
of St. Paul’s church at Darlington, 
Yorkshire, England, who has volun- 
teered to perform a religious ceremony, 
admitted today that he has not ob- 
tained the approval of his ecclesiasti- 
cal superiors. 


There was’ speculation here on 
whether the Rev. Mr. Jardine might 
not be disciplined by the church, which 
generally disapproves of the marriage, 
and perhaps even be deprived of his 
parish.

WASHINGTON (W)—The $1,500,000,- 

000 work relief bill, passed by the 
House last night in a stormy session, 
was sent to the Senate today where a 
bitter economy and earmarking fight 
awaited it. 

A weary, temper frayed House mem- 
bership, beaten into line by adminis- 
tration pressure and pledges, wound 
up a two-week battle by approving 323. 
to 44 President Roosevelt’s program for 
aiding 1,700,000 jobless in the 1938 fis- 
cal year. 

The administration’s victory in the 

House came on a Series of votes which 
| killed: 
Previously approved amendments 
|earmarking for $300,000,000 for public 
works, $55,000,000 for flood control, and 
| 150,000,000 for highways. 

An attempt to reduce the relief to 
fund to $1,000,000,000. 

A Republican attempt to turn relief 
administration back to the states.

This includes teachers, jani- 
tors, bus drivers, and all persons 
connected with cooking at either 
school. In this last group, the 
survey included cooking near 
the school campus but not con- 
nected with the school.

LONDON, PARIS 
IN ACCORD ON 
‘SPAIN 


PARIS (tP)—The French and British 
, governments have reached by tele- 
‘phonic consultation complete agree- 
‘ment on a four point program on Spain 
; to be submitted to Rome and Berlin, 
| it was learned today. 
The program follows: 
1—France and Britain will extend 
. their control sections provisionally to 
| insure @ neutral survey of all Spanish 
Mallee, until German and Italian ships 
return to the non-intervention plan 
‘and patrol their sections. 

2—The four powers will pledge no 
punitive operations against innocent 
persons, 

3.—The powers will pledge that their 
| warships will not enter Spanish ports. 
4—The four control fleets will be 
‘banded under common direction for 
| their mutual interests and protection, 
| to satisfy Berlin and Rome.
